On the first and fifteenth 
of each month he will draw $3883.88. 
That’s at the rate of $23.25 a day for 
three hours in uniform, for two of 
which he would be actually engag- 
ed. Figuring on the time actually 
put in by the player, he would get 
about $11 an hour. 

Btone’s 208 base hits last season 
were made in 154 gam and an av- 
erage of leas: <..- 4 and one-third 
to a game. Supposing that he dupli- 
cates his 1906 batting average and 
draws $4,000 salary this season, he 
would be paid at the rate of $19.93 
for each bingle. 

That's batting some, and by the 
eame token, it’s gathering good money 
for hitting safely one-third of the 
times he faces the pitcher.

TURPENTINE 
BOILED OVER 


And Bad Fire was Caused in 
Thompson's Drug Store--- } 
ue Loss 63,000... 6

A fire which at first threatened to 
be @ very serious one, but which was 
confined by the hard work of the fire 
brigade to the building at the corner 
of Whyte avenue and Main street, 
broke out in Strathcona yesterday af- 
ternoon at five o’clock, 

As it was the corner building occu- 
pied by Thompson’s drug store, was 
badly gutted, and the adjoining fur- 
niture store of Westbrook & MeOal- 
lum was also considerably damaged 
by water and smoke. 

The fire originated in the back of- 
fice of Thompson’s pharmacy where 
two employees, Bruce Armstrong and 
Stanley McKeen, were boiling some 
turpentine in preparing a furniture 
polish. The dish boiled over and im- 
mediately took fire. Armstrong grab- 
bed it, and in doing so spjjt consider- 
able on his hands and the floor. Me- 
Keen endeavored to assist him, and 
in doing so got some of the burning 
fluid in his shoe, which inflicted pain- 
ful injuries, Both young men were 
afterwards taken to their homes and 
treated by Dr. May. 

In the meantime the woodwork had 
ignited, and an alarm was quickly 
rung in. In four minutes, Chief 
Groat and his men were on the ground 
and immediately set to work to fight 
the flames. Four streams of water 
were soon playing from the street, 
but it was not till the roof had been 
cut open and the water let in from 
the top that the firemen’s efforts were 
successful. J 

By a quarter to six the flames were 
under control, thanks to energetic 
and skilful work of the Strathcona 
brigade. 

While the fight was progressing 
willing hands were removing the fur- 
niture from McCallum & Westbrook’s 
store, and the books and_ furniture 
from the offices of Dr. McIntyre in 
the rear of the fire. These escaped 
with little damage. 

The building was owned til! yester- 
day by Malcolm McIntyre, immigra- 
tion officer at Strathcona and had 
been sold to J. F. Duncan, sheriff of 
Brandon and brother of Hugh Dun- 
can, druggist. The money had in 
part been paid and the papers signed 
by the vendor. It is understood that 
the deal will go through as arranged 
despite the fire. 

The building is valued at 
$3,000, with insurance at $1,800.

Ottawa, April 4—The Minister of 
Justice introduced a bill today to 
amend the criminal code, to allow 
offences committed in Canada else- 
where than in a province or the Yu- 
kon, being tried elsewhere than where 
committed. The amendment arises 
from a crime having been committed 
in the Arctic ocean last winter among 
the whalers, and from the difficulty 
of trying the case where the offence 
was committed. 

The Minister of Justice also in- 
troduced a bill relating to the étatute 
law in Alberta. and Saskatchewan. 

"After the Auditor.

Under the provisions of the Militia

“Owing to Affidavit.” 

Mr. E. E. Taylor, of Calgary, was 
again on the stand before the, Lum- 
ber Combine Committee this morn- 
ing. . He put in a number of communi- 
cations Which he had received from 
the Ladysmith Lumber Company dur- 
ing 1905. In one of these letters the 
menager, of: ‘the <company said: “I 
enclose revised price list, which all 
the mills «have adopted, both Moun- 
tain and Coast.” The letter went on 
to advise him' to adhere strictly to 
the price list. for any sales made, and 
to sell only to, reliable customers. A 
dispute took place with one customer 
in Calgary, a contractor named Me- 
Kenzie. The latter wanted a substan- 
tial discoynt for his purchases, but 
this the lumber company refused, 
“owing to the affidavit we have tak- 
en.” * 


Juvenile Courts. 

An unusually important. government 
Measure w&s introduced in the Sen- 
ate yesterday by Hon. R. W.. Scott, 
Secretary of State, to empower the 
creation of. special courts for the 
trial of juvenile offenders. The legis- 
lation . is. based on three principles : 
(1) That a child is a child even when 
it has broken the criminal laws and 
should be treated as a child not as 
an adult; (2) that the instrumental- 
ity of probation of officers in the 
homes of -the offenders is the most 
e‘fective and the least expensive 
means of reforming children who have 
gone astray; (3) that adults should be 
held criminally liable where they are 
responsible for the delinquencies of 
their children. 

The bill looks to the creation of 
separate courts for the trial of youth- 
ful offenders on the lines of the faim- 
ous “Kid's court” established by 
Judge Ben. B. Lindsay in Denver, Col- 
orado. It provides for the incarcer- 
ation of juveniles in dentention homes 
rather than in jails pending 
the hearing of any offences with 
which they may be charged; also for 
the sentencing of children to indus- 
trial schools rather than to jails. The 
bill will not be carried beyond second 
reading this session, but will be ful- 
ly discussed and then left over for 
further consideration at next session. 

Mr. Foster Will Talk. 

Mr. Foster informed the House yes- 
terday that he would pay his compli- 
ments to the Insuranace Commission 
on Wednesday next.
